Every girl who expects to become a 
bride — and we all expect it, with more 
or less certainty — feels an interest in 
tho preparations for that important 
change, and yet it is a matter concern- 
ing which we can get little definite in- 
formation. Even the simplest trous- 
seaux we see described often exceed 
the allowances of many girls; for ex- 
ample. a recent article on this subject 
gave the disposal of $210; this sum 
was chiefly laid out in outside clothes, 
the underwear being excessively 
meager, while there was no allowance 
whatever for household linen. The 
sum quoted would seem pitiful indeed 
to Miss Flora MacFlimsey. but plenty 
of girls accustomed to both comfort 
and refinement are competed to con- 
tent themselves with a similar amount. 
The outfit is not shabby, either, but 
they must give the “must-haves” pref- 
erences over the “may-wants.” Tho 
possession of a certain stock of house- 
hold linen is imperative — very often 
the lack of this causes tho prospective 
bride to decide upon boarding, a very 
unsatisfactory substitute for homo life, 
save in exceptional cases. 

To begin at the beginning: a girl 
without means of her own — that is lo 
say, one who has no marriage portion, 
who marries a young man on a moder- 
ate salary — has no right to wear an 
elaborate wedding gown, with vail and 
accompaniments. It is out of keeping 
with her circumstances, although many 
girls forget this. If the wedding takes 
place in the summer sho may wear a 
pretty white muslin gown, and tho 
quaint Dircctoire modes are very brido- 
liko in this simple material, but in tho 
winter, when a white gown means 
either silk or wool with expensive 
trimmiug, it can not be recommended 
for an economical trousseau. Sim- 
plicity is best, and more befitting to 
the sacramental rite which is so often 
turned into a purely secular festivity. 
A morning wedding obviates this ap- 
parent necessity for a white gowu. and 
tho bride may then wear her best 
cloth, which will be called a traveling 
gown.

PidH'LAMATKlN OK THE 00YEUN0S TO 
THE PEOPLE OP HARLAN POI NTY. 



"Common wealth of Kentucky, Kx- 
e<-utive Department. — Whereas, Offi- 
cial information has reached me Diat 
Die laws of the State are set iu defiance 
iu your midst: that some of the civil 
officers, elected by yourselves ami 
sworn to discharge tlieir duty to so 
ciety, give covert assistance to the 
crimiual class’ that uiurJers aud a»- 
sasMiialions are perpetrated with im- 
punity; that civil officers are resisted 
by force of arms in the discharge of 
their duty, and that the people of the 
county have permitted themselves to 
be so terrorized by the lawless acts of a 
few individuals as t‘> have refused obe- 
dience to Die civil authorities in tlieir 
cffirt« to arrest persons cliarg J with 
the commission of crimes: 

"Now, iherefere, I, 8. Jl. Buckner, I p 8S 
Governor of the Commonwealth afore 
said, have deemed it tny duty to send 
State troops to your county. It is prop 
er that I should iuform you of the ob 
ject of tbeir coming. 

“It is not for the purpose of relieving 
you of your responsibilities of citizen- 
ship, or to discharge for you Die duties 
impoeed on you by laws of jour own 
making. They come iu strict subordi- 
nation 10 Die civil auDtoriti' s, to sup 
port Die dignity and authority of the 
Court, and to aid it in enforcing the 
law, not only against its open violators, 
but also against tbeir aiders aud aliet- 
tors, and against those citizens who 
give indirect assistance to crime by re- 
fusing to aid the civil authorities iu re- 
pres-ing it. 

“You are iuv< Med with Die same 
right* : - the people of other cpuuties; 
your officials possess equal authority; 
you have an equal interest iu Die ob- 
servance of law aud owe the same obe- 
dience to your civil officers when sum - 
mooed to enforce it. 

"The presence of the military de- 
priv you of none of your rights, and 
relieves you of Doae of you/ responsi- 
bilities. They are with you to give 
evidence that the power of the State is 
behind you, to give such support as 
may he necessary to vindicate Die law. 

"You must discharge your duty as 
good citizens to show that you deserve | 
to be sustained.

The Esquimaux of Arctic Siberia are 
so shy of a camera that I found it very 
difficult to get good pictures of them. 
It interested them to watch the opera- 
tion when sailors were being photo- 
graphed. but they could not be Induced 
to undergo the ordeal themselves. But 
as my camera was a “defective,” I got 
dozens of pictures without arousiDg 
their superstitious dread. Occasionally 
a native that had done service as a 
sailor, would be willing to stand for 
his picture, but the results in such in- 
stances were not satisfactory. Tho 
striking Esquimau characteristic which 
1 wanted most I did not get. 

After .long experimenting I found it 
most satisfactory to sit on tho carpen- 
ter’s bench, hold my camera on my 
knee, and wait for subjects; and I never 
had to wait long, for by the time our 
anchor was down, the natives would bo 
along-sidc with their canoes and swarm 
on board. First, they would get a drink 
of water, then most of them would go 
forward — some on the starboard side, 
others on the port — to beg bard bread 
and other edibles from the sailors. 
From my position I commanded full 
view of both sides of the ship, and so 
got many good pictures.

Its hood when open 
looks as if the snake was cut length- 
wise in the breast, a little like an open 
coat A side view of it gives a mottled 
appearance of the shape of an inverted 
pair of spectacles. It waves itself 
backward and forward, breathing and 
blowing in a mysterious way, and tho 
sight is so awful you can’t take your 
eyes off it. Its little eyes gleam like 
two balls of fire, and when it strikes 
there is nothing but a blur, it goes so 
fast. 

The cobra in India is the serpent of 
romance. Despite tho fact that it is 
deadly, the natives hesitato to kill iL 
There are few places whore this snake 
will naturally llvo that haven’t got 
cobras, the natives are so superstitious 
about them. They vary in length from 
four to eight feet The king cobra, so 
called, is nothing but a big cobra. 
Tlie famous snake charmers of India, 
of whom I havo seen many, exercise a 
curious art with them. They are able 
to put them to sleep with the weird 
music of their bagpipes. The cobra, 
when about to spring, looks like tho 
devil incarnate. 

A strange thing in India is that 
every thing in the way of a serpent, a 
scorpion, tarantula or wild auimal is 
the color of tho background. It 
matches the soil where it is found. 
Y'ou see a royal Bengal tiger in Amer- 
ica or England and you can tell it right 
off, but you see it there aud someway 
its stripes do not stand out and it 
springs upon you unawares. 

The snakes of India are in Bengal 
and down south in Madras. These 
are the home of the snakes. North- 
west India is not very snakey. In 
some places there are so many snakes 
that it is simply a hell on earth. 
There are many other snakes than tho 
kinds I have told you of, and many of 
them are poisonous, but these are the 
worst There are also centipedes five 
inches long, and poisonous lizards that 
| drop their tails off and go riglit on, 
thinking thus to delude you, whon you 
hare seen them first and get the drop 
on them.
